AMERICAN VESSELS IN^ALL PORTS 


ARE SAFE AND SOUND 


WAS LAID TO REST AT WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


Washington, May 28—Special—Reports of disasters to 


American ships, coming from Spanish sources, are rife these 
days, but little reliance is placed upon them by the authori. 
ties here. 
The reported sinking of the cruiser Baltimore at 


the Philippines is found to be utterly grourdless. 
Official 


advices show that no accident has befallen her, and she is in 
as good condition as at an> previous time, Admiral Dewey 
is heard from regularly 
He is still master of the situation 


at Manila. 
All he needs is trcops with which to occupy the 


town, and these are on the way from San Francisco. 
It is 


positively known here that Spain has practicaUy no fleet in 
the vicinity of the islands, and can get no vessels there be- 
fore the arrival of the Chirlestcn and the transports accom- 
panying her. 
The reports of disaster to American ships are 


circulated, it is believed here, for effect upon European 
powers—in the elusive hope that Geimany, France or Aus- 
tria will extend aid to Spain. 


News received up to this morning leaves no room for 


doubt of the safety of all of Dewey's vessels; of the success- 
ful blockading of Cervera's fleet in Santiago 
harbor, and of 


the continued vigilance and safety of the blockading vessels 
on the coast of Cuba. 


Spies Are Omnipresent. 


Key West. May 29—Special—The military authorities 


here are having more anxiety on account of the Spanish i-py j 
system than from any other cause. 
Spies seem to be every- 


where. 
Officers are shadowed constautly by emissaries of 


Spain, and every movement of troops is watched by keen- 
eyed dons and instantly reported to Madrid. It seems im- 
possible to keep anything secret frcm them. Their prying 
eyes seem to be watnhing every man in authority and report- 
ing his movements to the enemy, while the utmost vigilance 
is required 10 keep them from blowing up the magazines and 
destroying munitions of war stored here. 
There is constant 


fear of tnem, for they are known to be desperate men. 


Things Will Be Pushed. 


Washington, May 28—Special—Since it has become 


apparent that Spain's policy to avoid a conflict as long as 
possible in the hope of European intervention, the govern- 
ment here has detet mined to force the lighting at every point. 
Next week, it is believed will be pregnant with big events, 
among them being 'the invasion of Cuba, an attack upon 
Porto Rico, and an attempt to get at and destroy Cervera's 
fleet. Instructions to "push things" have been tent out all 
along the line. 
Sampson and Schley, of course, are vested 


with discretionary powers, and will act on their oxvn responsi- 
bility as to details but carrying out orders to "dosomething." 


The Riddle Unsolved. 


Washington, May 28—Special—The riddle of Cervera's 


fleet is apparently still unsolved. What news last night's 
dispatches to the navy department contained it is impossible 
to say. 
Reports continue conflicting and until some definite 


news is received from Schley the world will not know 
whether or not he has been tricked by Cervera.

Supply at Cienfuegos 


SCHLEY ISSUES A BOLD CHAL- 


LENGE TO THE SPANIARDS 


Key West, May 28—Special—After the demolition of a 


small fort south of Cienfuegos, which was accomplished by 
the cruiser Marblehead Tuesday, the flagship Brooklyn land- 
ed sixty thousand rounds of ammunitian and provisions, 
which were received by the insurgents. 
When the Marble- 


head's fire ceased, seven hundred Cubans stormed the works 
and drove the Spaniards out. On Wednesday Schley sent a 
challenge to the Spaniards, offering to pit his smallest vessel 
against the entire Spanish fleet, threatening in case of refuel 
to bombard the city. 
He received no response, and after 


ascertaining that I he Spanish fleet was not there he sailed 
for Santiago. 
The dispatches that brought this information 


also positively assert that Schley now has the fleet bottled up 
at Santiago. 
It is estimated that the landing of ammunition 


and provisions at Cienfuegos cost at least two hundred Span- 
ish lives.

Advices From Dewey. 


Washington, May 28—Special—The following dispatch 


from Admiral Dewey was made public today: 
"No change 


in the situation. The blockade is effective. It is impossible 
for the people of Manila to buy provisions except rice 
Com-
